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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 
1 , 7,13, the prior art does not teach logically batching related requests including 
business objects, indicating whether the requests depend on a response, providing 
multiple units of work that manipulate the business objects and creating a copy of the 
business object after manipulation according to the multiple logical units of work and 
verifying that the saved copies of the business object do not affect the original copy of 
the business object. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US PAT 5,592,672 to Grewal teaches a method of batching 
business related requests according to rules, Grewal does not, however, teach verifying 
saved copies of the messages do change the original message or teach batching 
objects that are necessary for a logical unit of work, Japanese Patent JP 2003-256628A 
to Sakaguchi et al. teaches batching messages according to business rules, but does 
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not teach relating the message to the response and further does not teach creating a 
copy of the message after being manipulated according to logical units of work and 
verifying that the original message is not affected (note: The examiner relied on the 
English language abstract as provided by Derwent and supplied with the reference).
